Omnibus Appropriations Bill

Clatsop Community College announced today that 
it will receive $320,000 in federal funding this 
year to support the College’s “Technology for Stu- 
dent Access” initiatives. The funds were included in the FY 
2005 Omnibus Appropriations bill, which passed Congress 
this weekend. "We at Clatsop are grateful to our Oregon 
Congressional Delegation, especially Senator Gordon Smith, 
Representative David Wu, and Senator Ron Wyden, without 
whose support and hard work we would not have received 
this funding," says the College President, Dr. Greg Hamann. 





ae “This will allow us to take a great big step forward in em- 
i) @ | ploying technology to enhance the educational opportunities 
& available to the people of Clatsop County and surrounding 


areas.” 


Building technological infrastructure is critical to ensuring 
the College's ability to continue to provide services and en- 
hance the region's educational and economic health. In this 
respect, the technology funds provided by the FY 2005 Om- 
nibus Appropriations bill represents an investment in the 
College's and the region's future. It also has the added bene- 
fit of being the kind of infrastructure that can move with the 
College to any future campus site. "Education is like other 
critical resources," says Dr. Hamann. "It is sustainable and 
renewable, but requires continuous reinvestment with an eye 
on the future as well as the present."

Clatsop Community College has served the community of Clatsop 
County and surrounding areas for nearly 50 years. The College 
provides essential postsecondary educational opportunities for over 
8,000 different individuals each year, many of whom have no real 
access to other educational options. The College is also a key ele- 
ment of economic vitality for the north coast of Oregon, generating 
an economic impact of approximately $43 million annually.

tershed and salmon restoration & monitoring projects. |Water quality tests are usually done near restoration pro- 
Eligible and interested students can choose one project, or| ject sites. Testing water quality and chemistry allows us to 








work on several. The students will need to provide their 
own transportation, and be able to work in a variety of 
weather and field conditions. The following provides a 
brief description of the types of projects we would like to 
have work study/experience students involved in. 


1. Carcass Placement: 

While salmon are actively spawning, carcasses are placed 
in local waterways to boost the nutrient cycle. The hatch- 
ery transports the carcasses, and guides the volunteers to 
the placement sites. Each trip usually takes about four 
hours, and takes place weekly while the fish are running. 
The student would be responsible for calling the hatchery, 
or coordinating with CREST, to find out when they are 
needed. They are then expected to show up and work 
with someone at the hatchery, and other volunteers, to 
place the carcasses. 


2. Tree Plantings: 
Tree plantings occur between December and March, when 


the weather is wet enough for the seedlings to survive and 
establish root systems. Plantings are often done in ripar- 
ian areas, where the trees will help stabilize the bank, cre- 
ate structurally diverse wildlife habitat, shade the river, and 
eventually provide large woody debris for the river. New 
sites are planted each year, while the old sites are moni- 
tored to measure success. The student would be respon- 
sible for site prep, plantings, and possibly monitoring. The 
planting events usually last four hours each, though the 
prep work takes longer. 


measure how successful the restoration projects are. The 
sites are consistent and need to be tested weekly. Along 
with the actual testing of the water, students can also do 
data entry, and possibly some mapping work if they 
choose to. Water quality testing is needed year round. 


4. Spawning Surveys: 
Spawning surveys are done when the fish are spawning, 


go figure! Students would probably be working with some- 
one from the North Coast Watershed Association, travel- 
ing to different rivers, and recording data. The data in- 
cludes counting fish, and observing stream and surround- 
ing land conditions. Spawning surveys are a good way to 
get outside and hike a bit, especially when the weather 
cooperates!
